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INTRODUCTION. 


Tris prejudices, which formed pre- 
vailed, have been fo far ſubdued by rea- 
ſon and experience, that the utility of the 
RESUSOGCITATING ART is now uni- 
verſally acknowledged. It is neceſlary, how- 
ever, that the human mind ſhould be ovc- 
caſionally led to reflect on thoſe truths, to 
which a full aſſent has been already given; 
in order that the moſt important diſcoveries 
may not terminate in mere ſpeculation. 

On this account, the biennial Reports 
of the HUMANE SOCIETY are regularly 
publiſhed ; containing a collection of well- 
atteſted facts, to confirm and illuſtrate the 
theory of reſtoring ſuſpended animation ; 
which has not, till * late, engaged the 
notice of the F aculty ; and therefore may 


be capable of conſiderable improvement.

Indeed, it is ſurpriſing, that the ancients 
paid ſo little attention to the ſigns of latent 
life; and that, on an impartial examination 
of their moſt celebrated Medical writers, 
we find nothing but obſcure hints, and 
even thoſe extremely rare, on a ſubject 
reſerved for the immortal honour of the 
preſent age. 
Since, then, this e brunch of me- 
dical knowledge has made ſo late an ap- 
earance in the world, it is incumbent on 
thoſe who live at the period of its diſ- 
covery, to endeavour, by a diligent inveſ— 
tigation of the ſubject, to retrieve, as far as 
poſſible, the time which has been loſt, 
through the neglect of former ages; and 
to explore afliduouſly thoſe regions of ſci- 
ence, where they will not find their labour 
anticipated. | 
The enquiry now 0 rsd to the notice 
of mankind, is not only replete with en- 
tertainment for the curious obſerver, but 
is calculated to awaken all the finer feelings 
of the ſoul, and to call into action thoſe 
aſſions and affections, Which humanize 
the mind, and do honour to our nature. 
The moſt ſublime Poet, or the moit elo- 
quent Speaker, cannot produce ſenſations fo 
exquiſite, as often ariſe on reading the 
plain and artleſs narrative of an unexpected 
inſtance of recovery; where fiction and em- 
belliſhment are totally excluded: arid if 
Ds 10 | 
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ſo much pleaſure attends the mere recital 
of ſuch a fact, what inexpreſſible ſatisfac- 
tion muſt be felt by the medical aſſiſtant; 
who not only beholds the delightful pro- 
ſpect of returning life, but enjoys the con- 
ſciouſneſs, that his own ſkill and aſſiduity 
are chiefly inſtrumental in the production 
of ſo happy an event! 

The generous plan of Societies of this 
nature, is not calculated to render us envi- 
ous of the eminence to which others ar- 
rive in the cauſe of humanity. This is ſo 
far from being the caſe, that every friend 
of this Inſtitution is the friend of mankind; 
and rejoices to ſee the moſt zealous activity | 
in ſo laudable a purſuit, not only in other 
parts of the kingdom, but even in the moſt 
diſtant places: it is therefore a pleaſing. 
reflection, that endeavours for the preſer- 
vation of human life are now extended 
from Europe to America; according to ſome 
authentic accounts, which inform us, that 
Humane Societies are now eſtabliſhed at 
Boſton and Philadelphia. 

In Europe the glorious cauſe of 6 
tion has already made conſiderable progreſs; 
many of the nations in this quar ter of the 
globe, having Societies for the reſtoration 
of ſuſpended life; in particular the Editor's 
Colleague, and valuable friend, Dr. Cogan, 
now at Leyd-n, informed him a ſhort time 
| lince 
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ſince by letter, that the Amſterdam Society, 
in the courſe of four years, out of 105 
drowned perſons, have reſtored 53 to life; 
which ſucceſs has been greatly owing to 
the drags for the recovery of the drowned, 

which were firſt introduced in that city. 

The Paris Society have ſaved, ſince their 
firſt inſtitution in 1772 till 178 5 incluſive, 
599 out of 701 perions. And laſt year 
they were ſo ſucceſsful as to preſerve the 
lives of 54. 

While we receive with pier ſuch ar- 
ticles of intelligence from foreign coun- 
tries, it muſt afford us inexpreſſible ſatis- 
faction to perceive the increaſing pro- 
greſs of philanthropy in our own; and 
though the great and defirable end of 
rendering the Humane Society a national 
eſtabliſliment has not yet been accom- 
_ pliſaed, there are, however, Societies of a 
ſimilar kind, gradually forming in differ- 
ent parts of the kingdom; which, by imi- 
tating the example of the Metropolis, 
may, in ſome degree, though not wholly, 
ſupply the want of legillative protection. 

The Editor is happy to find, that, ſince 
the publication of the laſt Repor ts, the gen- 
tlemen of the counties of Glouceſter, Worceſter 
and Shropſhire nave eſtabliſhed a SEVERN 
HuMANE SOCIETY, for the recovery of 
perions drowned or otherwiſe ſuffocated; in 
which undertaking they have been greatly

aſſiſted by John Hurford Fſq. of Chaſeley, a 
gentleman who has long been a zealous ſup- 
porter of the cauſe of humanity in London, 
and who now, having retired to that part of 
the kingdom, diſcovers an equal degree of 
aſſiduity for the preſervation of human life. 

The Editor recorded in the laſt Reports, 
the generous benefactions of the Corpora- 
tion of London ; and it is with pleaſure he 

informs the publick, that the. importance 
of this Inſtitution has at length attracted | 

the notice of that reſpectable body, the ho- 

nourable Eaſt India Company, who have 

lately given the ſum of one hundred guineas, 
as a liberal token of approbation. 

Among the many pleaſing circumſtances 
attendant on the preſent ſtate of the Humane 
Society, we mult reflect with regret on one of 
a contrary nature; the loſs of Dr. Houlſton, 

of Liverpool, a valuable friend of this Inſti- 
tution. His health had been ſome time in 
a declining ſtate; and in that correſpond- 
ence, with which for years, he had fa- 
voured the Editor, he informed him, 
that, while his wiſhes were ardent for 
the ſucceſs of the Society, he did not 
imagine he ſhould live till the publication 
of the Reports for 85 and 86. Dr. 
Houlſton was unfortunately not miſtaken ; . 
he died at the early age of 40, after ſtrug- 
gling 5 years with a ſevere illneſs. 8

I HAVE the pleaſure to communi- 
cate a Caſe of Recovery. On Saturday, between 
fix and ſeven o'clock, Oſcvald Roberts, came 
ro inform me that Robert Willſon, a boy 
about eight years old, was juſt taken out of 
the river, by a Gentleman who was ſtanding 


in a Lighter when he ſaw the boy drifting down 


with the tide; he was to all appearance dead: 


1 went immediately to his aſſiſtance, but found 


him removed to John Crook's; where they had 
juſt ſtripped off his wet. clothes, and were 
rubbing him with a warm blanket, (the time 
elapſed until my arrival was about twenty 
ve minutes), I deſired they would continue 
the friction, as I found ſome ſigns of return- 
ing reſpiration, a twitching of the muſcles of 
the face, and at intervals ſighing. A general 


_ coldneſs had taken place; his eyes were fixed, 


the pupils much dilated; his extremities quite 
motionleſs; I could find no pulſation in the 
radial, temporal, or any other artery; but 
the ſymptoms of reſpiration increaſing, I judged 
that warmth would ſpeedily recover him. I 
therefore applied bottles of hot water to the 
feet and arm-pits, and ordered hot brandy to 


be applied about the ſternum, and ſtimulants 
to the noſe, I likewiſe deſired his body 


might 
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miglit be continually rubbed with the bottom 
of a warming-pan, keeping the blanket always 
under it. In about half an hour he ſpoke, 
but with great difficulty. I then got Gcown a 
little warm brandy and water, which Cauſed him 
to vomit; after which he ſeemed more compoled, 

and began to breathe freely. I ſent him a cordial 
Julep, to be given frequently. At 10 o'clock my 


Aſſiſtant viſited him; he found his pulle fuller, 


but his extremities remained very cold. He 
deſired Mr. Crook to repeat the frictions with the 


blankets, &c. which they did till two o'clock 
the next morning before they found any natural 


warmth. At that time he fell into a ſound 
ſleep, which continued four hours. On viliting 


him about one in the afternoon, to my great ſa- 


tisfaction, I found him walking about the room 
perfectly recovered; but he complained of being 
very lore,

William Rogers, apprentice 
to Mr. Jarvis, of Kenſington, being on the other 
file of the river, and hearing that he was drown- 
ed, {wa acroſs, and after two efforts pulled him 
out, with every appearance of death. His face 
was {woln and livid, and the extremities cold. 

The following perſons, viz. V. Willis, G. 
Fletcher, M. Bennett, and James Haynes, aſſiſted 
in vigorouſly rubbing him with falt, and uſing 
the various means recommended by the Society. 
The young man mult have been a quarter of an 
hour under water, and they had employed every 
means they were poſſeſſed of, at leaſt twenty 
minutes, before my attendance.

Between 4 and 5 o'clock this afternoon, a 
young man, whoſe name is Battiſſon, bathing in 
the river Thames, ſunk ſuddenly; but was for- 
tunately obſerved by ſome men in a barge that 
was going down the river to London. Eh: 

Two of them, John Phipps and Matthew Gueft, 
got into a punt that was fixed to the barge, and 
with a hitcher drew'up the young man from the 
bottom of the river, eight or ten feet deep. 
According to their account, he muſt have lain 
there ten minutes : They brought him, without 
ſigns of life, ro a public houſe near Y/indſor 
Bridge, kept by one Mullis, who immediately 
received him, and pur him to bed, Art this 
time, or ſoon after, a Medical Gentleman, 
whoſe name is Morris, accidentally paſſing by, 
opened a vein; with what propriety | know not. 
As I was unable to attend, I defired Mr. Wil- 
mot, of Eton, to take him under his care.

for an hour or more, there were ſome ſmall 


ſigns of life, as oppreſſed breathing, with lan- 


guid pulſation. He appeared to me as if he had 
an inclination to vomit : I gave him a little oil, 
and within five minutes he brought off a 


prodigious quantity of water, coloured with 


blood. I thought it prudent to give him a 
little more wine and water, with a few drops of 
laudanum. He went to ſleep for near two 
hours, He aſked me where his friend George 
was. I brought his friend to him, which gave 
him great ſatisfaction. I found his abdomen 
very much ſwelled, 1 gave him a laxative 
draught, which, by a vigorous operation, gave 


him caſe. In hs afternoon he was deſirous of 
going to his home at Burnham. The next day 


he ſent for me, and complained of an oppreſſed 
breath, with a violent pain under his left breaſt, 
and other alarming ſymptoms. I then took 
away about twelve ounces of blood, and or- 


_ dered proper medicines, ſo that in a few days his

The fon of J. VMeyland, a farmer, 
at V eſt-End, aged four years, was left ſitting 
in a window 1Þ one pair of ſtairs, and was 
found ſome time afterwards on the ground, to 
all appearance dead: no one ſaw him fall, nor 
is it known how long he had lain ſo. When 1 
arrived, his reſpiration and pulſe were ſtopped, 
and life ſcemed extinct. 1 opened a vein, and 
made uſe of frictions and other ſtimulants 
avout ten minutes; when he began to cry; 
alter which J gave him a purging medicine, 
and next day he was perfectly well. 

No external mark of injury was to be diſ- 
cerned on σ̃ part of his body or head; it 
is therefore probable that he fell upon his 
back flat, and ſo forced out the breath from 
his lungs; and by his head coming at the 
ſame time with violence upon the ground, the 
energy of the brain and powers of life became 
ſuſpended. The diſtance from my houſe is a 
full mile; therefore, allowing ten minutes for 
the meſſenger's coming to me, and the fame for 
my arrival there, as well as for their dit covering 
the child, it muſt have been half an hour before 
I faw bim; and had not efficacious means been 
uſed, he muſt :moit probably have been loft to 
his parents and ſociety.

examination I could not perceive the leaſt ſign 
ot reſpiration, or any pulfarion of the arterics ; 
and the whole external appearance was that of a 

corpſe. It being at the door of the Sun tap- 
| houſe, immediately requeſted of the landlord, 
Mr. North, that he might be taken in for the 
pupoſe of uſing the means for his recovery; but 
thoſe foes to humanity, himſelf and wife, would 
not permit it, ſo that myſelf and ſome other 
gentlemen were obliged to carry him in by force 
againſt the moſt active reſiſtance on their parts. 
When we had got him into the tap-room, and 
had uſed friction and had employed a va- 
riety of ſtimulants on each. fide the thorax, 
IJ obſerved a bloody foam work out of his 
mouth; and on continuing to rub a little 
longer, he fetched two gaſps, at about half 
a minute's intermiſſion, and ſome time at- 
ter was able to ſwallow a little red wine and 
water, He now had revived ſo much as to tell

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us, that bis name was John Cummins, and that 
he was a native of Philadelphia, a ſailor by Pro- 
feſſion ; that he came laſt from Brill. after 
ſome wages and prize-money due to him from 
the Navy-Office, and only got to town that af- 
ternoon. I got him ſent to the workhouſe of 
St, George the Martyr, 1n order to be put to bed, 
as none could be nad in this inhoſpitable houſe; | 
ordered that he ſhould only have a cup of mut- 
ton broth frequently, and calling next morning, 
found he had a tolerable night and was quite 
well, excepting that he found himſclf very lan- 


guid and weak. 


I am induced to be thus particular, from the

On the 8th o September, 1785, in the after- 
noon, about the time of high water, Samſon 
Pember accidentally fell into the river Thames, 
in a depth of water between nine and ten feet, 
near Rotherhithe Church, and was under water 
upwards of ten minutes. Mr. Ruſſell being 
upon the ſpot, immediately ran to a public 
houſe near Church-ſ/tairs, and brought the grap- 
Iing 1 irons, and made ſome fruitleſs attempts, be- 
ing fearful, and not knowing how to ule them 
properly, while others ran into the yards for 
boat hooks; and having got two, but finding 
them not long enough for the depth of water, 
they got a third much longer, and by that means 
found him and brought him up with ſome dif- 
ficulty, at a great diſtance from the place where 
he fell in, by reaſon of the tide. He was con- 
veyed to Mr. French's, a public houſe juſt by: 
they had got his wet clothes off, and wrapped 
him in a blanket. When I entered the room, 
they had placed him upon a table, and opened 
the windows. He had all the appearance of 
death; was quite motionleſs; his face livid, aud 
his body cold. I deſired the people to quit the 
room, and ordered the Aſſiſtants to employ the 
uſual plan; in conſequence of which figns of 

returning 


Cay; 
returning life ſoon appeared, by gentle gapings. 
Upon elevating his head I found him breathe 
more freely; I put a feather down his throat, 
in order to ſimulate nature by puking, which 


had the delired effect. I gave him a little warm 


brandy and water, which he ſwallowed with 
much difficulty, putting him into a warm bed, 
and keeping a warming- pan with hot coals moy- 
ing gently over his body, and continuing the 
bortles with hot water upwards of an hour, when 
he was greatly convulled, and cried and 
ſcreamed violently at intervals, ſtarting up in 
bed with his eyes fixed, and looking wild, but 
not any way ſenſible. Warmth and pulſation 
being now perceptible, I left him, and returned 
in about half an hour, taking with nic a lit- 
tle volatile julep, when he ſcemed more com- 
poſed, and took two ſpoonfuls of the julep, 


which he wanted to evade. I told him if he 


did not comply I mult bleed him, on which he 
cried, © I will take it.“ I called on him the 
next morning, and found him perfectly well. 
He can give "no account of his falling into the 
water, nor any circumſtance relating to the ac- 
cident.

and cold, without the leaſt appearance of reſpira- 

on or pulſation. Having cleared the room 
(which was full of ſpectators) of all bur ſuch 
as I thought would be uſeful, I had the body 
and extremities well rubbed with dry ſalt, and 
at times uſed ſtrongly camphorated ſpirits to the 
throat and cheſt, with volatiles to the temples 
and noſtrils, At intervals of four, five, or fix 
minutes, 1 could now. obſerve ſome little rum- 


blings in the throat, as if it were a kind of 


conflict between the air and water; but it was 
three quarters of an hour (from the time of his 
being taken out of the water) before the leaſt 
appearance of reſpiration took place, when the 
jaw dropping a little, he catched a ſhort ligh, 
when I was able, for the firſt time, to blow air

vered in the means directed by the Society: 


but in the caſe of the child now reported; 1 
muſt recommend a reward to {ome forgemen, 
who were very afliduous, and uſeful aſſiſt- 


ants. I might before have obſerved in the 


child's caſe, that I was well ſupplied with warm * 
bricks from the forge, which being laid under 
the blankets, communicated what I conſidered * 


a very advantageous degree of warmth, and, in 
my opinion, accelerated the child's reſtoration.

However, encouraged by the many ſucceſsful attempts 
that haye been made on perſons apparently dead, I com-

raged me to hope that there might be, in the 


© preſent unpromiſing caſe, a poſſibility of ſucceſs. 


It is my conſtant rule to keep in readineſs 
the Antimonial Tartar; of which I forced 
down a ſtrong ſolution, by means of a flexible 
catheter, paſſed beyond the glottis; In a few 
minutes, Pats appeared about the breaſt and 
face, particularly the eye-lids became convulled; 
and the pupils diſcovered a diſpoſition to con- 
tract. In a quarter of an hour the convul- 
ſons became univerſal, and ſo ſtrong, that five 
aſſiſtants could hardly keep him on-the bed: 
and the countenance aſſumed alternate appear- 
ances of life and death. Theſe remarkable 


changes continued about ten minutes, when 


he vomited profuſely; liquids were now 
forced down, with a cup of the ſolution;

As the vital proceſs advanced, ſymptoms ap- 
peared, which indicated an accumulation of 
blood in the head and larger veſſels; in order 

to relieve this oppreſſion, one of my pupils (Mr. 
Fenkinſon ) bled him, ſecundum vires; and after- 
wards, as conſiderable ſtupor remained, fix cup- 

ping glaſſes were applied to the ſhaved head ; 
which. very ſoon induced more favourable 
{ymptoms. 

An aperient medicine, in conjunction with 
the ſudorific plan, was now preſcribed; and 
on viſiting my patient next morning, I found 
him exceedingly languid; he had been 
light-headed during the night; and as fullneſs 
ſtill appeared about the head, ſix leeches 
were applied to the temples; the medicines were 
continued. 

Next day ( Thurſday ) as the pulſe had be- 
come very full and ſtrong, it was neceſſary to 
have recourſe again to the lancet, the aperient 
apozem, and other antiphlogiſtic remedies, 

The following day the pulſe was in a more 
natural ſtate, bur he Kill complained of heavineſs 
and {tupor, which were relieved by the repetition

He went down, and was carried 
out by the tide two miles or more to ſea. A 
purſe ot 30 guineas was collected, and offered 


to the fiſhermen to recover the body, but was 


refuſed on account of the danger; when Meſſrs. 
Horton, Fenton, and Silveſter, launched a boat, 
and, amidſt nameleſs dangers and diflicultics, 
brought the body to ſhore in about 40 minutes 


after he ceaſed to call for aſſiſtance. Mr. X.

Could I have thought myſelf worthy 
of ſuch merit, as my flattering friends beſtow 
upon me, I ſhould certainly, unſolicited, have 
troubled you with the communication of the re- 
ſtoration of Mr. Tidd much earlier. Mr. Fenton, 
Mr. Horton, and Mr. Silveſter and his bold com- 


panions deſerve great praiſe. I muſt add, the fa- 
tisfaction I felt, that ſuch attention was paid to 
your laudable endeavours ; for on the accident 


being known, your books of directions for the 


recovery of the Drowned were put into my 


hands by the Rev. Mr. Wilkinſon, &c. 5 
The body when brought on ſhore, 
was to appearance dead, as there ſeemed to be an 
entire extinction of life and vital heat; (for thoſe 
gentlemen who had obſerved him from the fir ft, were 
confident that he had been under water forty mi- 
nutes from the time of his giving the alarm.) His 
eyes were fixed, and greatly inflamed, and the 
pupils much dilated. Warm blankets were pre- 
pared, in which he was carried in an .caly poſ- 


ture to his bed, made very warm. From the 
boat to the bed, there was certainly the ſpace 


of ten minutes; ſo that nearly an hour elapſed

before the re-animating proceſs was commenced ; 


] inſiſted on a certain number of aſſiſtants only 
ſtaying in the room. The apparent corpſe was 
dried well with warm flannels; his head fo- 
mented with hot brandy, and bottles of hot 
water applied to the extremities; with the ap- 
plication of volatiles to the noſe, and temples. 
In about forty minutes a grumbling noiſe was 
heard in the abdomen, and the pulſe could 
be felt, though extremely languid for a lon 

time, and warmth ſeemed gradually to diffuſe 
itſelf over the thorax, but the arms and legs 
continued of a dead cold for a conſiderable time 
afterwards. Life appcared to be returning with 
certainty; therfore a great number of gentle- 
men were in high ſpirits, and congratulated me 
on my fucceſsful labours. In about an hour and 
half I attempted to get down warm broth by 
tea ſpoonfuls; even at this time there was not 
the leaſt power of deglutition, and the attempt 
gave him great unealineſs. His extremities 


continued cold and motionleſs; he ſpoke inco- 


herently, and could not anſwer queſtions ra- 
tionally, Mr. Silveſter, Ec. intreated him to 
take a cup of broth; which he did not retain 
more than a minute, and from the inſtant of 
his vomiting, he became perfectly ſenſible, 
but had not the leaſt recollection of having 
anſwered before any queſtions, nor even of 
his having drank the broth. The hands and 
arms became warm, but it was ſome time 
before his legs and feet were reſtored to their 
natural heat. In two hours from the time of 
his being put to bed, and 7wo hours and fifty 
minutes from the time of his drowning, we had 
the high ſatisfaction of having THis VALUABLE

The extremities conti— 
nuing remarkably cold, a cordial medicine was 
adminiſtered, which produced a profuſe ſweat ;

In the morning my 
little patient was amazingly recovered (crying 
out for her breakfaſt); and I have the pleaſure

| examination, the vital principle ſeemed extindt; 
but having heard that you adviſed perſeverance 
even for the ſpace of two hours, I would not give

long the depth of 54 feet to the water, which is 
beſides at leaſt 16 fcet deep; and however ex- 


traordinary it may appear, it is an undoubted fact, 


that the child moſt providentially received little 
or no injury in the fall; being ſoon afterwards 


diſcovered from its cries to be floating on the 


water the neighbourhood was alarined, when 
Mr. Smithers, very much to his credit, went to 
William Grover, a bricklayer, who happened 
to be at work juſt by the ſpot where the acci- 


dent happened, and who directly haſtened to 


give every aſſiſtance in his power, and regard- 


leſs of his own life and ſafety, in his great 
warmth and zeal to ſave the life of the infant, 


went down into the well by a rope tied round 


his body, there being no bucket, bur after, he 
had deſcended about fifteen feet, he diſco- 


vered the rope to be in a very decayed ſtate, 
it having not only been tied together in ſeveral 
places, but at many others untwiſted; and in 


this perilous ſituation he remained in expecta- 


tion that he kimſelf muſt inevitably go to the 


bottom, 
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bottom, till another rope was procured, when 


he continued his deſcent, and on coming to the 


water, found that the child was actually ſunk, 


and out of fight ; but upon being let down into 
the water about knee-deep, and reaching down 


with his arm, he had the good fortune to take 


hold of the child, which on drawing out of the 
water at firſt appeared to be dead, but upon 
holding its head downwards, a conſiderable 
quantity of water guſhed from its mouth, and 
very ſoon afterwards the child ſhewed ſigns of 


life. Having lo far recovered the child, Grover's 


great difficulty then was to contrive how to 
carry it up, as he was obliged to hold by the 
rope with one hand, and was fearful that he had

In croſſing the Tweed, he was carried down by 
the current about 600 yards; before he was 
taken out, he was thought to be at leaſt twenty 
minutes below water. I was immediately ſent 


for, and found him without ſigns of life. His 


temples, &c. were chafed with volatile ſpirits, 


and I immediately inflated the lungs. In a-ſhort 


time his heart began to beat, and he began to 
breathe. He was put into a warm bed, and warm 
bricks were applied to his feet, which were ſtil 
very cold, and in about half an hour he was 
able to ſwallow a little warm wine; the coldnel; 
and ſhivering continued ſeveral hours; theſe 
were ſucceeded by a heat, and a profufe ſweat ; 
in the evening, his ſkin being ſtill hor, and his 
pulſe racher quick, he was ordered a laxative 
glyſter and an anodyne draught. Next day he 
was free of complaints except weakneſs. You 
will pleaſe to obſerve, that he is an old infirm 
man, and that his knees and elbows were black 
with bruiſes on the ſtones while in the water.

regular. In 20 minutes he uttered ſome words 


imperfectly. I then ordered him to be put 
into bed, and there well covered with warm 
blankets, &c. -from the air and cold. Deeming 
any further application of the means now un- 
neceſſary, and being jult at that time called 
into the country upon ſome private buſineſs, I 
left him about one o'clock at noon; at ſeven I 
returned, and immediately went to n 
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enquire after my patient; was informed ſome- 
what to my ſurprize, that he had ſo far recovered 
as to have been able to ariſe, and had actually 
gone home about an hour before, 
Theſe Sir, are the two ſucceſsful caſes al-

Sir, [N the night of the month of 
March, 1786, a Mrs. Dodd was ſuddenly ſeized 
with a violent pain at the ſtomach and dizzineſs 
in the head, which was ſoon followed by a total 
ſtopto all motion; the countenance alſo appeared 
of a livid colour, and the extremities were ex- 
ceedingly cold; as ſhe ſeemed of a plethoric 


_ conſtitution, about eight ounces of blood were 
immediately taken from the arm: This eva- 
cuation not producing any good effect, as ſhe 


continued for upwards of twenty minutes with- 
out any ſigns of returning life, I therefore be- 


gan applying the fame means as are recom- 


mended by the Society for the recovery of per- 
ſons apparently dead by drowning, (or any other 


_ cauſe of a like nature,) in the ſpace of about 


eight or ten minutes, I was happy to find a 


ſmall pulſation in the wriſt, and by continuing

T boagh undetermined in my 
own mind, whether the following caſes come 
within the circle of your Inſtitution, as gene- 
rally ſtated; yet I cannot for the cauſe of hu- 
manity deny myſelf the ſatisfaction of commu- 
nicating them to a man, whoſe efforts have de- 


rived ſuch advantage to the unfortunate, and 
ſuch applauſe to himfelf in the recovery of per- 
ſons under preſſure of apparent death. 


In the firſt inſtance, I was deſired 


to viſit a woman 1n a preternatural labour, ac- 


companicd with profuſe. flooding. There was 


no pulſation in the umbilicus for ten minutes 
after her delivery, and the child ſhewed no ſigns 


of life; the attendants laid it by, and at this : 
time J was engaged with the mother, who was 


in great danger. When the violence of her 
ſymptoms moderated, I uſed the molt probable 
means that occurred to me to recover the child, 


and after much perſeverance we were pleaſed 


with the agreeable proſpect of returning life.

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The orHER Cas was more deſperate ; 


the woman having flooded for ſeveral weeks, 


and the umbilicus having preſented for many 


hours, before my aſſiſtance was deemed neceſ- 


ſary. The reduced ſituation of the woman, 


and the nature of her caſe induced me to turn, 


which was effected with much difficulty ; the 
child had no appearance of life for a long time; 
but by bathing it in brandy and water, rubbing 
it on the breaſt, and irritating its extremities, 
we at length perceived languid ſigns of anima- 
tion; this encouraged us to perſeverance, which 


reſcued a fellow creature from an untimely 


grave. The children are both in being, and 
likely to live. To a man of your philanthropic 
mind, and to the gentlemen who regulate the 
buſineſs of the Society, ſuch caſes muſt afford 
much felicity. I can certify the pleaſing ſen- 
ſations I myſelf experienced upon ſtating the 
facts to you. The expoſure of ſuch caſes to 
the publick eye, may induce aſſiſtants not to 
abandon infants too haſtily as is too often the caſe; 


let them perſiſt in the uſe of probable means, 


rendered more worthy of trial by the ſanction 
of experience and ſucceſs.

ON Saturdby; March to, 1787; 


I was called in a great hurry to Mrs. Armſtrong, 
aged 70, at Harlawhap in the pariſh of Can- 


nonly. At my arrival her body felt externally 
quite cold, I could diſcern no pulſation at the 
wriſt; her face was ſhrunk and pale; ſome ſmall 


motion of the noſtrils could be perceived, 


which convinced ime that reſpiration was not 

quite ceaſed, All I could learn from the 
attendants was, that ſhe had no perſon with 
her in the houſe, but her grandchild, a lad 
of ſixteen; that ſhe went to bed between ten 


and eleven on Friday night, ſeemingly in per- 


fect health, having been that evening very cheer- 


ful. At ten next morning the young man 
began to be unealy that his Grand- mother 


did not appear; he went to ſatisfy himſelf what 
was the matter, found her as above, and called 
in his neighbours, who immediately ſent for 
me at the diſtance of three miles. They like- 
wiſe informed me, that they had found her 
lying upon the bed above the clothes, with only 
an old waiſtcoat, ſhift, petticoat, and ſtockings 
upon her. The room having been built and 


plaiſtered laſt ſummer was very cold and damp, 
a fire had very rarely been kept in it. As little 


time as poſſible was ſpent in theſe enquiries ; 


being convinced that ſomething was immedi- 


ately to be done, I reſolved to try to reſtore the 
heat of her body as ſoon as poſſible ; and after- 


wards to proceed as appearances ſhould direct. 


1 imagined whatever might have been the ori- 
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ginal diſeaſe, that the ſedative power of cold, 


was now chiefly to be obviated ; and notwith- 


ſtanding her advanced age, as ſhe had formerly 
been uncommonly healthful, I conſidered it 
as a favourable caſe for trying the experiment, 


When I intimated my deſign, the attendants 
ſeemed much amazed, and very averſe to any 


attempts of that kind. One of them called me 
aſide, and told me © the woman was ſurely gone, 


having voided ſome very black coloured faces, 


« and that there was a great quantity of bile 


c eybich ſhe had thrown up, found lying upon the 


« bed, and that they ſurely would think me offi- 


% cious or unſkilful, ſhould I proceed to offer any 


% afſiſtance.” 1 was determined however I told 
her, not by any means to be deterred from at- 
tempting what I conſidered my duty; and, if 
humanity could dignify any perſon, my greateſt 
honour. 


I immediately applied warm flannels folded 


to her breaſt, abdomen and extremities; prevailed 


upon a plump young woman, her daughter, to 
undreſs herſelf and lie down by her, had a 
number of warm | bricks placed below the 
clothes along the foreſide and foot of the bed. 


While the heat was thus reſtoring, ſtrong brandy 
and æther were rubbed frequently upon the 
ſtomach ; volatiles were often held to her noſe, 
and rubbed on her temples. I he heat of her body 
was pretty well reſtored in four hours ; reſpi- 
ration gradually grew ſtronger; the pulſation 
could be felt at the arm, and a very great ftart- 
ing of the tendons had come on; this however 


in half an hour went entirely off, and the pulſe 


could be felt pretty ſtrong and rather. frequent;

jected with a conſiderable quantity of liquor, 

BF bighly tinged with bile. 1 allowed: her to lie 

undiſturbed for about 20 minutes; I then again

| was ſoon alſo, as formerly, rejected, together 
| with ſoine ounces of the ſame coloured liquor 
| as before; this was not repeated, as it alarmed 
the attendants, who thought ſhe was expiring ; 

I aſſured them her ſtrength was greatly increaſed 
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by it. As her pulſe was now beating 80, and 
| pretty firm, ſtrong reſpiration was performed 
I with tolerable caſe, her daughter was allowed to 


leave the bed, the bricks likewiſe in a ſhort 
time were removed, and as ſhe ſoon appeared 
| to be overheated, ſome of the clothes were oc- 
| caſionally taken away. About ten in the even- 
* ing, her pulſe was got up to 100, and pretty 
X ſtrong and full. Her breathing however was 
. no way hurried, no ſtimulus could cauſe any 
b motion of the extremities, the muſcles felt ſoft 
7 and placid, and this I was willing to attribute 
. to the power of cold upon the brain. I ven- 
tured to take five ounces of blood from the 
7 arm, which after being allowed to cool, had a 
- very ſizy appearance. I bled her five ounces 
7 more, had her as lightly covered as poſſible; Jil 
: her pulſe ſtill kept up. At two on Sunday morn- | 
S ing I went to bed, after ordering the attendants 
I to keep her very cool, unlels, the heat of 
her extremities ſeemed to abate,

About nine I found her pulſe ſtill very full, 
and rather increaſed in frequency. She was 
again blaoded to the extent of 10 ounces; 


there was ſtill no motion of the extremities, 


The breathing being laborious a bliſter was 
immediately applied to the breaſt, and as her 
Jaws were now a little opened, I made her ſwal- 
low very frequently a ſinall quantity of lemonade 
quite cold; this was continued through the 
day, and before night ſhe had drank above 


two quarts of it; this evening her pulſe felt 


a little ſofter, the heat was ſomewhat abated, 
and ſhe ſometimes moved her arms and 
legs. At eleven the motion was become 


ſtronger and more frequent ; ſhe often lifted 


her hands to her mouth, and then puſhed them 
down again. She continued very reſtleſs and 


\ uneaſy till two o'clock on Monday morning, 


when ſhe ſpoke for the firſt time. At ſeven ſhe 
knew my voice, but could nat yet open her eyes. 
She could now take a little Panada, and put out 
her tongue which was very foul ; her pulſe con- 
tinued rather frequent for ſome days, but ſhe 
recovered ſlowly, and is at preſent perfectly well,

« The popular idea that life quits the body 
in an aerial form, at the inſtant reſpiration ceales, 
has introduced dangerous errors. 

“ The vital principle, like that of Electricity, 
to which it ſeems to bear ſtrong affinity, often 
12mains in a dormant ſtate, without betraying 
any ſigns of its preſence, till it happens to be 
rouſed | by the proper mode of excitation. 

« Among the various ſtimulants propoſed by 
the faculty, it ſeems wonderiul that the mot 
powerful one in nature ſhould have hitherto, in 
] need 
ſcarcely add, that I mean the Elefrical ſhock. 


Other ſtimulants are flow in their, operation; 
and as they can only affect the heart by ſym- 
pathy, their action is limited and Superficial ; | 
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but electricity is capable of inſtantly pervading 
the inmoſt receſies of the animal frame, and 
therefore has long appeared to me to be pecu- 
Haney adapted to Toule the dormant powers. 

The ſucceſs of Electricity, depends 
on the mode of conducting the operation. Doctor 
Avilgard in his celebrated experiment on fowls, 
was enabled alternately to ſuſpend or reſtore ani- 


mation: And Mr. Partingten, in Cavendiſh- 
Square, lately afforded me ocular demonſtra- 


tion of this ſingular ſact in a young puppy. A 
ſmall ſhock or two being made to pals through 
its head, it immediately became motionleſs; on 
mall ſhocks being gently tranſmitted through 
the heart and lungs, oſcillations of the mulcles 
immediately enſued. When the operation was 
ſuſpended ior a few minutes, or its direction 
altered to remote parts, tne animal always re- 
lapſed into its quieicent ſtate, and as inſtantly 


revived on the ſhock being gently paſſed through 


the heart, By repeating at intervals ſparks or 
very minute ſocks, it was at length completely 
1evivincd.

exceſſes —On Thurſdey the 18th of June, 1782,

eleftricify. At leaſt twenty minutes had clapſed 
before he could apply the ſhock, which he gave 
to various parts of the body, without any ap- 
parent fucce's; but at length, upon tranſmitting 
a few ſhocks through the thorax, he perceived a 
ſmall pulſation. Soon after the child began to 
ligh and to breathe, though with great diff- 
culty; and at length was reſtored | ro perfect 
health and ſpirits. 

« Whether E lectricity be not applicable to 
almoſt every caje of ſuſpended animation, and 
whether there be any initance that excludes it, 
except that which proceeds from profuſe ho- 


morrhage, mult be left to future obſcrvation to 


determine. .

I found him in a neigh- 
bouring public-houſe in bed, to all appearance 
lifeleſs, not the leaſt pulſe to be felt in the ca- 
rotid or temporal arteries : I inſtantly uſed the

and applied to the noſz2; got ſome muſtard into 
his ſtomach, and gave him a tobacco {ſmoke

leaſt fign of life. The warm bath, frictions, 


and clyſters being made uſe of, the reſpiration 
returned, and gradually became more free; and 
his pulſe riſing, ſix ounces of blood were taken 
from the arm, and he was removed from the 


bath into a warm bed, A draught with ether 


and tin, fatid. was given, and ſome time 
afrerwards an emetic, which operated briſkly. 
A bliſter was alſo applied betwixt his ſhoulders, 
and the breathing ſtill continuing laborious, 
he loſt ten ounces more blood, which relieved 
him much. Four hours elapſed from the firſt 
before he ſpoke. Another clyſter was admini- 
ſtered, and in the morning he was carried home 
ſo well recovered, that in a week afterwards he 
was able to proceed on his voyage to ſea.

miles off, but Mrs. Morris, knowing of the 
book * with which you were ſo kind as to fa- 
vour me ſome time paſt, and that it contained 
proper inſtructions how to act in ſuch caſes, 
went, with another lady, in the boat, and gave 
directions, by referring to the book. She was 
there an hour before I arrived. Near half 


an hour elapſed before the leaft ſigns of life 


were viſible. I applied ſtrong ſtimuli to the 
noſtrils, volatile ſpirits of ſal ammoniac with a 
feather ; general frictions, a warming pan to 


his feet, &c. &c. and, when the pulſe allowed 


it, I took away ſome blood. The man reco- 


vered as well as ever. I bled him however 


again the next morning, on account of the in- 
ward hurt, and gave him ſome opening med1- 
cines.

On premature Death, occaſioned by the abuſe 
of Vinous, or Spiritous Liquors; with ſome 
precautions concerning the treatment of perſons 
under the dangerous ſtate of inebriation. 


AMONG the variety of cauſes 
which tend to abbreviate human life, and to 
contract the ſhort ſpan of ſublunary exiſtence ; 
the abuſe of ſtrong liquors 1s perhaps of all 
others the moſt predominant in this kingdom. 
Some able writers have gone ſo far, indeed, as 
to doubt whether the mortality occaſioned by 
this evil, does not ſurpaſs that which is annu- 
ally produced by all other diſeaſes to which 
human nature is liable. Nor will this calcula- 
tion appear to be much exaggerated, when we 


conſider the faſcinating powers of inebriating 


liquors on the human frame, when the poiſon- 
ous cuſtom is thus introduced at an early period 
of life, nurtured by habit and confirmed by 
example, The over-night's debauch leads to a 
| ſucceeding one on the morrow, and the languor 

and ennui produced by this, plead ſtrongly for 
repeating, it the day following; and the ſame 
reaſons prove equally cogent for protracting it 
through the remaining part of the week. 

It is no ſecret that the revenue ariſing from 
encouraging the Diſtilleries is very great. 
Hence the great increaſe of public-houſes, and 


the demand for ſpiritous liquors. Unfortunately 


too, the exigences of ſtate have increaſed in a 
ſtill higher degree, and the increaſe of the re— 
venue is neceflarily become a capital objec to 
every miniſter of ſtate; but how far it is con- 
ſiſtent with ſound policy to increaſe the revenue 
at 
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the lives of the people, muſt be left to the ſu- 


perior wiſdom of the Legiſlature. To expatiate 
on the various fatal diſcaſes, and variety of 


wretchedneſs, produced by this great national 
evil, would require whole volumes. I ſhall 
therefore content myſelf at preſent, with. of- 
fering a few ſhort reflections on the moſt proba- 


ble means of diminiſhing, if poſſible, the 
many fatal incidents reſulting from ſudden in- 
_ toxication. fo 


Fermented, or ſpirituous liquors, alike pro- 
duce intoxication in proportion to the alcohol, 
or pure, ardent ſpirit, which they contain. 
Pure ſpirit is a direct poiſon to moſt animals, 
and alſo to man, till habit has reconciled its 
effects to the human conſtitution, When di ank 
ſuddenly or in an over doſe, ſtrong liquors 


ſometime occaſion immediate ſuffocation, and 


death, of which we have many deplorable in- 
ſtances in conſequence of abſurd wagers, and 
other unwarrantable inducements among the 


lower claſs of people. And, wenever theſe li- 


uors are drank to exceſs, tho' in a more {low 
and leiſurely way, the certain conſequence is 
intoxication, or what is vulgarly termed, a fit 
of drunkenneſs, but which, in reality, 1s a tem- 


porary apoplexy, as appears from the total abo- 


lition both of the external, and internal ſenſes; 


and which (if habit did not render it ſo fami- 


liar) would be juſtly conſidered as a moſt dan- 
gerous, and critical ſituation; for the ſymptoms 
are very ſimilar to thoſe whichrefult from a con- 
cuſſion of the brain, or an inundation of blood, 
or ſerum into its cavities, in conſequence of a 


ruptured. 


at the expence of the health, the morals, nay 
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ruptured blood veſſel, or other violent i injury 
inflicted on the brain; or nerves. 

Accidents of this nature occaſion an alarm, 
and medical aſſiſtance is applied to without de- 
lay, and often with the deſired ſucceſs. But, 
when ſymptoms proceed from intoxication, the 
ignorant ſpectators deride all medical aſſiſtance; 
and, as the man 1s only dead drunk, they leave 
him to fleep it out, and fo without further ce- 
remony abandon the poor wretch to his fate. 

Where a large quantity of ſtrong liquor, or 
ſpirit is ſwallowed very haſtily, ſuffocation en- 
ſues, in conſequence of a ſudden ſpaſm indu- 
ced on the orifice of the windpipe, by which 
reſpiration is ſuppreſſed, and the action of the 
heart and other vital organs are conſequently 
ſuſpended. This ſtate ſeems exactly ſimilar ro 
what takes place in the article of drowning, 
except that the danger is increaſed by the ap- 
plication of a far more potent, and deleterious 
ſtimulus than that of water. In this diſ- 
treſsful dilemma, internal medicines can have 


no place, nor be ſafely attempted, till reſpira- 


tion be reſtored. The firſt ſtep, therefore, is to 
renew retpiration, by expoſing the patient to a 
draught of freſh air, and by inflating the lungs 
with 1 pure air; immerſing his legs, at the ſame 
time, in warm water, and rubbing the body 
| briſkly with ea de luce, or cauſtic Volatile Spi- 
rits. If reſpiration can be thus reſtored, and 
deglutition again performed, an active emetic 
| conſiſting of 15 grains of white vitriol may be 
then given, followed by copious draughts of 
warm water, till the noxious ſpirit is complete- 
ly diſcharged from the ſtomach. Previous to 
the emetic, however, the diſcreet practitioner 

| will 
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will determine from the ſymptoms of plenitude, 
whether it may not be neceſlary to firſt diminiſh 
the blood in the veſſels of the brain, by the ap- 
plication of leeches to the temples, or cupping, 
with ſcarification, &c. 

In other caſes of deep intoxication, tho' un- 
attended by ſuffocation, we generally ſee the 


eyes fiery and inflamed, the face livid, the. 


whole countenance bloated, reſpiration labort- 
ous, the extremities cold and torpid, accom- 
panied with profound lethargy, muttering de- 
lirium, or other formidable ſymptoms, bor- 
dering on the apoplectic ſtate. Nor is it unu— 


tual to meet with people in this helpleſs forlorn 


fituation lying acroſs the roads expoſed to im- 


mediate dangers from horſes and carriages, or 
weltering in a deep dich with their head down- 


wards, with their ſhirt-collars tight, and their 
faces groveling in the mud; while inconſider- 
ate paſſengers paſs by unconcerned, and with- 


out offering the ſlighteſt aſſiſtance. It is alto- 
gether neectleſa to enlarge on the melancholy 


events which too often enſue ſrom ſuch ſupine, 


unfceling conduct. It were greatly to be wiſh- 


ed that ſuch unthinking perſons could be once 


convinced, that the poor drunkard, however 


diſguiſed at preſent, and how much ſoever his 
own enemy, yet does not ceaſe on that account 
to be their fellow creature; and that, as ſuch, he 
is undoubtedly intitled to their compallion, and 


that their unpardonable negligence is a breach 
of charity, as well as humanity, and renders 
them acceſſary to whatever evils may befal him 


at that juncture. 
' In this pitiable ſtate, the ſhirt-coller ought to 


be immediately opened, and the unfortunate per- 
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fon conveyed to the neareſt hoſpitable habita- 
tion that will receive him. After being ſtript 
and put into a warm bed, with the head confi- 
derably elevated by an additional pillow, the 
room ſhould be kept cool and airy. Repeated 
draughts of warm water ſhould be frequently 
adminiſtere], till the ſtomach is diſburthened 
of the liquor. This being accompliſhed, if 


luis fenſes begin to return, and reſpiration is to- 


lcrably performed, he will ſoon fall into a Pro- 
found ſicep, and perſpire freely towards morn- 
ing, when all will be well. But if inftead of 
this, reſpiration thould grow more laborious, 
attended with convulſive twitchings, apoplectic 
1ymptoms or phrenetic del:rium, no time ſhould 
be loſt in taking away a conſiderable quantity 
of blood from the temporal artery, or jugular 
vein. After this an emetic followed by a briſk 
burgative, may alſo be highly neceſſary. Theſe 
tucceeded by cooling acidulated liquors, ſuch 
as lemonade, runnet, whey, and other diluents 
freely adminiſtered, will ſeldom fail of produc- 
ing the deſired effect. 

Medical advice being fo ſeldom had recourſe 
to on theſe occaſions, it were greatly to be wiſhed 
that the common people could be rouzed to a 
proper ſenſe of the danger they incur by ad- 
difting themſelves to the . habit of 
inebriation, a ſpecies of ſuicide, which ſeems 
to be rapidly increaſing, againſt which, the 
Legiſlature, as yet, have provided no adequate 
means of prevention, but which it is to be hoped 
they will one day take into their ferious conſl- 


eration. In the interim, were the above pre- 


cautions to be more generally attended to by 
the common people, it is preſumed, that at 
. N B b Leaſt 
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leaſt ſome lives might be preſerved to the Com- 
munity, which are now loſt through ignorance, 
or inattention. And that by judicious manage- 
ment, ſome of thoſe fatal diſaſters which ſuc- 
ceed a ſudden and wanton abuſe of ſtrong li- 
quors might be remedied. And farther, that many 
of the fevers, apoplexies and palſies, the conſe- 


quences of ſuch debauches and their improper 


treatment, might thus be generally prevented. 
Should theſe few curſory obſervations tend 
in the ſmalleſt degree to lefſen the evil, or ob- 
viate its Cconicquences, the writer will think 
himſelf amply recompe.1 fed. = |

Receiving Houſes, 

where an apparatus and every thing requiſite 


to ſupport the philanthropic efforts of the 


Faculty would be readily furniſhed, appears 
therefore evident to demonſtration. The beſt 


means of eſtabliſhing ſuch aſytums for the 
ſudden and dreadful accidents incident to hu- 


man nature, would be an interference of the 


legiſlature. Ir is an object worthy of their con-

XII. On the Cauſe of the Death of Children when 
the Umbilical Cord is compreſſed during La- 
hour. By John Clarke, Licenciate in Mid- 
wifery of the Royal College of Phyſicians, and 
Teacher of Midwifery in London. 


It is no very uncommon thing 
to ſee caſes where children, which had certainly 
been alive in the beginning of labour, are born 
dead; a circumſtance which moſt commonly 
ariſes from compreſſion of the funis umbilicalis. 
This accident may be produced in different 
ways; but is moſt frequently met with where 
the os is unuſually long. When this is the 
caie, as it may lie at any part, ſo it may hap- 
pen to be near the os uteri, and may deſcend, 
as an original preſentation, into the cavity of 
the pelvis before any part of the child; when, 
if it be not returned, or the Jabour expedited, 
the child 1s often born dead. x 

It ſometimes happens alſo, that practitioners, 
with a view to increaſe the action of the uterus, 
and ſhorten the duration of a labour, rupture 
the membranes, and diſcharge the waters, or 
they break ſpontaneouſly in the early part of a 
labour. By this means a fort of eddy or cur- 
rent is made, and the funis (which would not 
otherwiſe have happened) 1s brought by the 
itream of water through the os tert, where, 


it 


. 

if it be ſuffered to remain, it will probably 
undergo compreſſion in the progreſs of the la- 
bour, and the child will be deſtroved*. | 

Various opinions have been entertained as to 
the cauſe of the child's death from this acci- 
dent, and the moſt general of theſe have been, 
that it was to be attributed either to apoplexy, 
or to the heart and veſſels being ſo diſtended 
with blood, that they were rendered icapable 
of action, or to the courſe of nouriſhment being 
ſhur up. But in the former caſe the death 
would not be ſo inſtantaneous; and the next 
ſuppoſition is probably not founded in fact, 
fince at what period ſoever the obſtruction takes 

lace, there will only be its own proper quan- 
tity of blood in the body of the child, and 
therctore we can conceive it poliible that the 
ci:culation through it might be performed, if 
there were no other obſtaclef. 


perhaps one great uſe of the membranes, containing the 
waters, may be to preſerve the life of the child from the in- 
juries to which it might otherwiſe be liable from the coutrac-— 
tions of the uterus ; 3 for if the firs ſhould be in an unfavour- 
able ſituation, as in the fold of a limb, or even between the 
body of the child and the ſides of the uterus, the circulation 
through its veſſels might be endangered. This is prevented, 
in n great meaſure, whilft the membranes continue whole, be- 
cauſe then the et’ docs not act upon the child itſelf, but only 
in the ſame mamer as preſiure upon a bladder, full of water, 
aefts any thing contamed within it; and accordingly, the lite 
of the child is gene uy ſafe till the v aters have run off This 
ſhond afford a practic: al obſervation, viz. that we ſhould be 
very caretul never wantouly, or from aukwardnels in our exa- 
minations, or from a defire to fave our own time, to rupture 
the membranes. when the cord might flip down, but by all means 
to avoid it, except where the jafety of the mother or child, 
or both, may demand it. 


+ To the laſt opinion it may be anſwered, that a child will 
live without nouriſhment for ſome. days after birth, and there- 
fore would not be ſo ſoon killed for want of it in its a 
taroug gh the pelvis.

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But as I am diſpoſed to believe that the pla- 
centa certainly performs, in the fœtal ſtate, a 
ſimilar office to that which the lungs do after- 
wards, beſides the convevance of nouriſhment, 
Jam inclined to think that the death of chil- 
dren, from compreſſion of the funis, is owing 
to want of air: that they are deſtroyed in the 
ſame manner as drowned perſons; and this 


will explain why the ſame means of recovery 


will fucceed generally alike in both caſes. 
The application or admiſſion of air to their 


blood ſeems to be neceſſary in all animals; but 


the mode in which this is effected is various. 
In ſome it is performed by the immediate ap- 
plication of air to the coats of the pulmonary 
veſſels, as in ſuch animals who live in the open 
air; in others, through the medium of fluids 
(capable of being impregnated with air) ap. 
plied to their lungs, as in many of the tribe of 
thell fiſhes, which, from their ſtructure, are 
incapable of locomotion, as oyſters, &c. 

If then the influence of air be neceſſary for 
ſupporting animal life generally, it would ſeem 
highly probable that it is ſo alto to the fœtus; 
and upon this principle we find in oviparous 
animals a particular apparatus in the conltruc- 
tion of the egg for admitting air to the blood 


of the embryo, and another for expoſure of the 


blood to the air. 
In viviparous animals there appears to be no 
other mode of effecting this than by means of 
the placentia. | | 

In the conſtruction of the vaſcular ſyſtem in 
adults, great care is taken by nature to return 


the blood, which has performed the circula- 


3 tion, 
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tion, quickly to the lungs, and from thence to 
the heart, when 1t has acquired the benefit of 
reſpiration, ſo that it may again paſs. over. the 


whole body. 
A ſimilar apparatus is found in the fetal ſtate 


for carrying the blood to the placenta, and then 


back to the general circulation, avoiding, how- 
ever, the lungs, from paſſing through which no 
advantage could be derived. 

If in adults the admiſſion of air to hs longs 
be obſtructed, or excluded either by tying th 
trachea, or by immerſing the mouth in e 
or if there be any obſtrüction in the veſſels to 
the paſſage of the blood through them, life 
will be carried on with difficulty, or entirely 
extinguiſhed. 

In like manner the powers of life will be 
depreſſed, or altogether loſt, by any obſtruction 
to the paſſage of blood through the placenta, 
and neatly in the ſaine time as obſtruction to 


the paſſage of air through the lungs would de- 


ſtroy an adult. The way in which the influence 
of air is conveyed by the placenta to the fatal 
blood probably reſembles that by which it is 


conveyed to oylters, &c. by means of water; 


and, as it is ſaid, that fiſhes cannot live in wa- 
ter from which all the atmoſpheric air is taken 
away, ſo neither can a child ſurvive any acci- 


dent which prevents its blood, in the very mi 


nute veſſels of the fœtal portion of the placenta, 
from being applied to the mother's blood in the 
cells of the maternal portion of the placenta, 
which blood being ſupplied by the ſpematic 
and hypogaitric arteries, has conſequently re- 
ccived the benefit of air from the lungs of the 


mother. 
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If then the defect of air be the cauſe of th 
death when the funis is compreſſed, the 3 
of recovery will reſemble that! in drowned per-

The oils of gimuli ſimply to Hwa 
perſons only, reproduces life by throwing the or- .

has ſo powerful an effect as that of freſh air ap- 


plied to the lungs.

valuable lives have been loſt for want of a ready 
ce aſſortment of the proper and moſt immediately 
ed neceffary implements, or the inconvenience of 
for ſpeedily conveying the larger and more com- 
vl mon apparatus for ſuch undertakings, to the 
ſpot it may be wanted in, it appeared to Mr. 
lite, that the collecting into a convenient Poc- 
let Caſe, the molt eſſential and uſeful materials 
(with a few additions to, and improvements in, 
the conſtruction of the initruments) for the im- 
mediate commencement of the buſineſs, might 
become of no inconſiderable utility; for which 
reaſon, the following deſcription and uſes of the 
articles contained in it, are given. 


The 
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The caſe contains, an elaſtic tube about 
twelve inches in length; to the end of which is 
fixed a piece of ivory, ſo conſtructed that it may 
be blown through, either by the mouth, or a 
pair of bellows adjuſted to it; and to the other 
end, an addition of ivory, alſo; of ſuch a form, 
as to enter, and fill up a noſtril. This tube or 
blow-pipe, is the more commodious for packing 
up, by having a ſcrew diviſion in the mile; 
and is thus uſed: 

A proper perion ſtationed at the head of the 
body to be operated upon, paſſes the appropriated 
end of this tube into one of his noſtrils, and, ſuſ- 
taining it there with the fore finger, he compreſſes 
both noſtrils fo firmly, between the thumb and 
middlefinger of the ſame hand, that noaircanpaſs, 
otherwiſe than by the tube; and, the other hand, 
applying the other extremity of the tube to his 
mouth, he blows with force through the pipe 
into the noſtril of the ſubject. 

The medical director, ſtanding at the left fide 
of his charge, mult keep the mouth perfectly 
cloſed with his right hand, while with his left, 


making a ſuitable preſſure on the prominent part 


of the windpipe, he prevents the air paſſing into 
the ſtomach; till, finding the lungs are proper- 


ly diſtended, he is to prets {trong] y upon the 


cheſt; removing at the fame time his right hand 
from the mouth, fo as to let the air pals out : 
when by theſe means the lungs are compreſſed, 
the ſane proceſs is immediately to be repeated; 
that, as far as can be, the manner of natural re- 
ſpiration may be imitated. 

Should any reſiſtance to o inflating the lungs 


occur, it would be adviſeable to introduce the 
two fore fingers, as far as we can, into the fauces, 
in or r to over come any contraction or ad heſion

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If this plan ſhould not ſucceed, the pipe for 
the noſe is to be removed, and the ſilver inftru- 


ment, in the form of a catheter, ſcrewed on the 


tube in its place: this 1s to be introduced through 


the mouth, or one noſtril, into the glottis, when, 


on blowing through the mouth- piece, or apply- 
ing the bellows, the lungs will, of. courte, be di- 
lated. 

This laſt implement is likewiſe much better 
accommodated ſor inflating the lungs, when; in 
ſuch caſes, bronchotomy * is performed, than 
the common diſſecting blow-pipe, the inſtru- 
ment hitherto gener ally had recourſe to. 

The caſe contains, likewiſe, a ſyringe with an 


. elaſtic tube, ſuch as is commonly uſed to inject 
medicines, &c. into the ſtomach ; two ſtopper 


bottles----one, to contain ſpirits of ſal ammo— 
niac----the other, eſſential oil of peppermint, 


chamomile, &c. diflolved in ſpirits of wine; a 


box for - emetics, tobacco, &c. and a clyſter. 
pipe, which may occaſionally be affixed to a 


bladder, concealed in the head of the caſe, if 
the fumigator (in the large apparatus) be out 


of order, or not at hand: in which caſe a cly- 
ſter of tobacco, or common ſnuff, ſhould be 
often injected: or a clyſter may be made, by 


mixing a few drops of the eſſential oil, with a 


pint of pretty warm water. 
The caſe, with its contents complete, may be 


had ot.

On Monday night, as Alexander Miller, 

a waterman belonging to the Cuſtoms, was 
tepping from a ſinall boat to the bridge, his 
foot ſlipped and he fell into the river; unfor- 
tunately as he aroſe, the tie carried him partly 
under the bridge in ſuch a manner, that his 
head was neceſſarily confined under water. NW. 
Palmer, his partner, who was. in his boat, im- 
mediatcly haſtened to his aſſiſtance, but he 
cluns lo faſt to one of the piles, that he could 
not be diſengaged from it. Palmer having 
made ſcveral incitectual att tempts, called for 
help; luckily T. Williams, a Jide-wafter in the 
Cab eins, happening to be near, came 1 aftantly to 
his aid: They toon, freed him from the pile, 
drew him out of the river, and laid him on the 
bridge, without any appearance of life. As 
nearly as they can recollcct, his head mult have 
been under water four or five minutes, and in- 
aced, conſidering all circumitances, I ſhould 
imagine it could not be leſs. They ſeveral 
times rolled hin rudely to and fro; he ſoon 
fetched a deep ligh, and in avout three minutes 
he

he ſpoke: within a quarter of an hour he was ſo 


far recovered, as to be able to walk onc hun- 
dred yards to a publick houſe, where he was 
Lee put to bed. Near an hour after 2 
perſon going into the room found he was ex- 
treinely ill, and conceiving he was dying, ſent 
for me. 

found him in an apoplectic tate, mild, it 
3s true, in compariſon with ſome inſtances J 
have ſcen; but ſtill he had every ſymptom 
which characteriſes that ſirongly-marked dil. 
eaſe; particularly the ſtentorous reſpiration 
and the profound coma; the latter of which 
was ſo deep, that he was not to be rouſed, 
either by pinching, violent ſhaking, or the 
loudeſt noiſe. He was equally inſenſible like- 
wile to the light of a candle, when held before 
his eyes, although the pupil contracted natu- 
rally. | 

Some uncommonly ſtrong volatile alkalj 
being held to his noſe and rubbed on his tem- 


les, ſoon excited him. The pulſe being ſome- 


what hard, and the veſſels of the head over- 
diſtended, I took away 8 ounces of blood, and 
it was attended with manifeſt advantage. My 
next object was to give ſomething to excite 
vomiting, and with this intention, 20 gr. of 
vetr. alò. was exhibited immediately, and the 
ſame quantity repeated in five minutes ; as this 
medium almoſt always produces vomiting di- 
rectly, if it will do it at all, after waiting the 
other five minutes without effect; and having 
no Lime to loſe, as Iconſidered my patient in 
great danger, I gave him one grain of tartar 
emetic, with five of ipecacuanha, which in a 
few minutes {trained him violently, but ſcarce 
any 
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any thing whatever was brought up from the 
ſtomach. Theſe ſtrainings, added to the exer- 
tions we uſed in forcing the medicine down his 
throat, rouſed him completely, and he now. 
talked and ated like a madman. His delirium 
however gradually abated; in abour an hour he 
became nearly ſenſible; when left to himſelf 
he lay quite compoſed, and being diſpoſed to 
ſeep, I parted with him for that night, leaving 
roper directions for the attendants to purſue, 


and ſtrict injunctions to be called immediately 


if any thing particular ſhould occur. 
On viliting him next morning, I found he 
had flept great part of the night very ſoundly, 


and was now aſtoniſhingly recovered ſo much, 


as to be able to riſe at 8 o'clock without ſuffer- 
ing any material inconvenience, and complained 
of little more than extreme debility. 

On queſtioning him concerning his recol—

ng, I was informed that the inſtant he fell

by being rolled about; that it appeared to him 
like waking from a ſleep. Soon however he re- 
collected the dreadful lituation he had eſcaped 
from, and he believed the dread and fear it 
occaſioned, enabled him to get to the houſe in 
ſo ſhort a time, for, as ſoon as he was in bed, 
he thinks he fell into a fit (which he is not ſub- 


ject to) and was not able to give any account 


of what paſſed, till juſt before I left him, al- 
though he was conſcious there was a noiſe in the 
room, and that foine body was uſing him 
very ill.

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Upon ſtrict enquiry, I found that in conſe- 
quence of ſtrong exerciſe, he had been drinking 
ſomewhat more freely than uſual ; but this I am 
for many reaſons perfectly confident, could be 
by no means ſufficient to produee ſymptoms any 
ways ſimilar to what he had laboured under; 
on the contrary, I am ſtrongly diſpoſed to ima- 
gine, that the force of the heart, and larger ar- 
teries, being increaſed by the gentle ſtimulus of 
a moderate quantity of liquor, might have had 


4 very conſiderable effect in re- producing, or 


continuing the circulation, when the action of 


the lungs. muſt neceſſarily have ceaſed at leaſt 


four minutes. Now, if he had taken it to ex- 
ceſs, ſufficient to produce apoplexy, ſubmerſion 
would then have been the moſt powerful, and 


probable of all cauſes, te put a final and im- 


_ mediate ſtop to a circulation already ſo much 
injured, and preternaturally oppreſſed.

to attempt this; I cannot help, however, men- 


tioning to you one ſource of ſtimulus which I 
- believe has not hitherto occurred to any wri-_ 


ter on the ſubject. About one hundred years 
ſince, the attention of the learned in Europe 
Was engaged by ſome experiments for transſu- 
ſing blood from one animal to another, made 
by the Royal Society. The moſt extravagant 
expectations were at firſt raiſed, it was even 
thought poſſible for the vigour of youth to be 
thus reſtored to old age. Certain is is that the 
operation was eaſily and ſafely performed both 
on brutes and mankind: butꝭ it does not ap- 
pear that the practice of Phyſic or ſurgery 
received any permanent auvantage from the 
diſcovery, tho' there can be little doubt but 
that a perſon almoſt entirely exhauſted by any 

female 
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| ſudden kizimorrkage, whether from wounds or 
female floodings, might thus be ſpeedily re- 
.cruited, There are perhaps few ſtrong healthy 
men in this country that could not upon ſuch 
occaſions, part with ſixteen ounces of blood to 
advantage, Might not an exhauſted patient 
thus borrow from more than one, ſo as to be 
preſerved from that deliguium animi, which often 
comes on upon ſuddenly raiſing the body to an 
erect poſture after great loſſes of blood have 
been ſuſtained, even when the hxmorrhage has 
been previouſly ſtopped? I can conceive that 
by this operation dropſies and chronic weak- 
neſs, which are often the conſequences of loſs of 
blood, might be prevented from taking place; 
for the exhauſted animal would by this means 
be more ſpeedily and certainly recruited than by 


the beſt cordials and nouriſhment, tho” ſuch 


ſhould at the ſame time be uſed. 

Before rhe inſtitution of the Humane So- 
cicty it was a common practice in every caſe 
of drowning to have recourſe to the lancet. The 


experience however of that excellent inſtitution 
has evinced that bleeding can only be neceſſary 


in ſome ſituations, and perhaps never at the 
commencement of the proceſs. I obſerye from 
the Reports of the Society that it is very uſual 
after. a reſtoration, for the patient to fall into a 
ſleep: this ſhews that the brain is then op- 
preſſed. Sometimes the unfortunate object 
dies (if I may be allowed the expreſſion) a 
ſecond time after the moſt flartering appear- 
ances. The re-action of the 1; ſtem is often 
manifeſted by ſtrong convulſions, with a turgid 
Countenance, and it is now preſum-abie that 
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a real ſanguineous apoplexy takes place, from 
the collapſed veſſels of the ſenſorium not im- 
mediately yielding and dilating to the torrent 
of blood ruſhing in by the internal carotids, 
Perhaps, this is the preciſe ſituation in which 
bleeding may inſure ſuccels. _ 

The Humane Society hath happily 
exploded the practice of bleeding, during the 
ſedative ſtate of the living power. But to "paſs 
from one extreme to the other requires much 
deliberate reflection, much patient experiment, 


Permit me, however, to ſuggeſt, that during the 


ſedative ſtate of the living power, when ſtimu⸗- 
lants only are wanting, eight or ten ounces 
of warm blood from the arm of a ſtrong, vigor- 
ous healthy man, transfuſed by the jugular vein 
of the torpid patient, may find a ready admiſſion 
to the right auricle and ventricle of the heart. 
Its warmth, its fluidity, its recent communi— 
cation with the atmoſphere, by the tungs of the 


living perſon, will all contribute to render it ef. 


ficacious in exciting that punizum ſaliens, on 
which the ſucceſs of the proceſs mult ever de- 
pend. Should it fucceed, it will hardly be ne- 


ceſſary to ſuggeſt the propriety of a ſubſequent 


bleeding as ſoon as the re- action of the ſyſtem 
ſhould indicate the danger of ſanguineous apo- 
plexy from plethora. And we ſhould recollect 
that there is a certain latitude of health in animals, 
which admits to a certain degree of too large or 
too ſinall a proportion of blood in the veins and 


arteries, ſo that there is no reaſon to apprehend 


immediate danger from the additional quantity. 
It would perhaps be refining too much Upon

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from transfuſing arterial inſtead of venal blood 
upon this occaſion. Common humanity would 
induce almoſt any man to open a vein, but 


great mult be the love of that man who would 


hazard the diviſion of an artery. It is worthy 


however of experimental and phykological en- 


quiry on the brute creation. It is:well known 


that the blood in paſſing through the lungs 


undergoes an important change. I believe 
with Dr. Harrington, in oppoſition to the idea 


of Dr. Prieſtly, that the blood receives the la- 


tent heat of atmoſpheric air, during its paſ- 


ſage through the lungs, which it afterwards 
communicates to the ſyſtem as it emerges in 


a ſenſible form. And hence the calor animalium. 
There are many phenomena which flatly con- 
tradict the idea of Dr. Priz/tly, that the ofhce 
of the lungs is to diſcharge the phlogiſton of 
the blood. But to leave ſubtilties of this kind 
to a fitter occaſion, it will be ſufficient here 
to obſerve, that we know the blood really 
undergoes a change in the lungs, and that 
there is an eſſential difference between arterial 


and venal blood. 


Should the idea of transfuſion be ever 
adopted ſhould it be diſcovered by expe- 
riment, that arterial blood 1s a more active 


| ſtimulus to the heart than venal; the lower 


order of animals would readily. afford ſuch 
ſtimulus. But as the right auricle and ven- 


tricle are the firſt cavities of the heart into 


which transfuſed blood can be ſent, and we 
know that venal blood, only enters there, we 
may be certain that tne blood transfuſed by

the jugular vein from the arm of a healthy 
Gerſon. is ſuch as nature requires for ſtimu- 
lating thoſe cavities. And if theſe could be 
thrown into action, the blood would immedi- 
ately paſs through the lungs, which, at this 
particular time, ſhould be ſedulouſſy and al- 
ternately inflated and compreſſed. 

I ſubmit the above ideas to your -confuſers: 
tion, well knowing, that every ſerious reflec- 
tion on the ſubject will be favoured with your 
candid attention. 

Farther, I obſerve, with pleaſure, in your 
laſt directions, that agitation has, in many in- 
ſtances, forwarded the recovery of boys. It 
has long been the vulgar practice to hold the 
body up by the heels, with the head hanging 
downwards, doubtleſs, with a view to evacu- 
are water. The reaſon may be a bad one, 
but I think the practice may be defended upon 
this idea : When the body is in that poſture, if 
the blood in the different cavities of the heart 
continues fluid, it will mechanically tend to 
paſs on in che courſe of circulation better 
than in any other poſture. Let us, then ſup- 

ſe à drowned perſon to be briſkly agitated 
when in this poſture, and his lungs to be at the 
ſawe time inflated and compreſſed, does it not 
bid fair to anſwer an effentia] good purpoſe ? 
If the fituation of a drowned perſon is ſimilar 
to that of a fainting one, will not ſuch poſture 
alſo contribute to give a tenſion to the brain ?

Mr. Vaggigſwortb's Canula for tlie 
introduction of v; 320urs is ingenious, but I have 
my doubis whether pure air, uncontaminated 
with volatile efluvia, is not the beſt. The vola- 
tile Alkali Fluor however, which I apprehend 1s 
little more than a new name for ſpirit of hartſ- 
horn, has been in great eſteem in Paris, in caſes 
of Alphyzy or Lipothymia. It is in every per- 
ton's hand here as à ſtimulant, and may have its 
uſe. If it is from experience found to be de- 
cidediy ſerviceable, the following will be the 
eaſieſt and moſt copious Way of applying it. 
Let the perſon who works the bellows, have a 
large piece of flannel moiſtened with hartſhorn 
and 
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upon his lap; every time he fills the bellows 
with air, it muſt be drawn through the flannel, 
and muſt conſequently be powerfully. impreg- 
nated with volatile vapour. Experience alone 
muſt determine how far ſuch a powerful degree 
of effluvia thrown into the lungs may be proper, 
cc melius eft anceps quam nullum remedium.” But 
I conceive volatile vapour to be chiefly uſeful 
by acting as a' ſtimulus only to the olfaFory 
nerves, and from thence, by propagation through 
os cribriforme to the ſenſorium commune. Is it not 
poſſible, that if thrown in in any great quantity 
farther, ſo as to enter the Trachea, it may 
do miſchief. This, however, is not quite cer- 
tain, and perhaps, barely exciting a ſenſation in 
the internal ſurface of that irritable organ, may 
bring on a general action in the ſyſtem.

Short hints on the ſubject are 


all that can now be given. I apprehend the 


following worthy of your attention, During 
the proceſs of reſuſcitation, when the medical or 


other aſſiſtant blows air into the lungs, it will 


moſtly happen that the other part of the proceſs, 
VIZ. the friction will be ſuſpended, if the aſſiſt- 
ants are in one anothers way, of courſe it is 
impoſſibſe for both to act at once. In order 


to obviate this 1 INCONVENIENCE, I would propoſe

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in future that the patient ſhould be laid on a 
bed with his head towards the foot of it, and 
that a curved inflater ſhould be at hand capa- 


ble of being adapted to any pair of bellows. 


The medical afliſtant may then ſit at his eaſe, 
and take upon himſelf the whole of the buſineſs 
of ' inflating and compreſſing the lungs, without 
interfering with the other aſſiſtants, who may at 
the ſame time be conſtantly employed in the 
general friction, I make no doubt but you 
have ſeen every thing ſuſpended whilſt air is 
forcing into the lungs. It is reaſonable to ſup- 
poſe, that this is as important a part of the pro- 
ceſs as any, and that much depends upon its 
acting in conjunction with friction. 
Let us ſuppoſe a patient then placed in this 
direction, with. his head towards the foot of the 
bed, the ſurgeon might fit at his eaſe in a chair, 
and go on inflating the lungs, and alternately 
compreſſing the ſternum, during the whole time 
that the friction is continued; his fitting at his 
eaſe is a thing of ſome conſequence. In the 
ſame ſituation with the help of a curved point, 
he might alſo throw the fienen of tobacco up 
the anus without moving from his chair, or 
diſturbing the other aſſiſtants.

Accompanying 1 this you will reccive 
a model of an Inflater with two branches, which 
I apprehend will generally apply. When it 
fails, if one of the branches is corked up, the 
other may be applied as a ſingle Inflater into one 
noſtril, and the operator will ſtill have the be- 
nefit of ſitting behind the patient entirely out 
of the way of his aſſiſtants. I think if the 


point of each branch was made halt an inch 


longer, it would e farther into the noſ- 


trils and be lefs likely ro flip; and inſtcad of 


being introduced into the pipe of the bellows, 
] am not certain whether it would not be as well 
to have the pipe of the bellows to go into the 
inflater; in that caſc, inſtead of its being tapered 
off to a point, it ſhould be made very wide, 
and the bellows ſhould have paper or cloth 
wrapped round them, I ſubmit this ro Mr.

apparently drowned, and has, in the courle of thirteen 
vears, been the means of preſerving and reſtoring the 
lives of eight hundred and ninety even perſons, who other- 
wile would, in all human probability, have been loſt to 
the community, _ 

To thoſe who know of how much conſequence to a 
»TATE are the lives of its ſubjects, and that there are 
none who deſerve its attention more than the induftri- 
vus and Jaborious part of the people, it will be uunecel- 
tary to expiate on the importance of an inſtitution, which 
i» pecultarly directed to their preſervation, 

Ihe philanthropiſt, therefore, muſt naturally with, 
that the influence. of this Society, which. is now con- 
fined within a very narrow circle, were extended over 
the whole kingdom; but this deſirable purpoſe cannot 
be accompliſhed till the Society is enabled to extend its

Methods of 'I'reatment, for the RECOVERY OF 
THE DROWNED, OR OTHERWISE SUF- 
- FOCALED,; as, in. conſequence of early unremit- '. 
ted perſeverance therein, ſeveral hundred perſons have 
been reſcued from the watery grave, and reltored to 
life, their families, and the community. 


I. As ſoon as the object is got out of the water, the 
wet cloaths, if the perſon is not naked at the time of the 
accident, ſhould be taken off with all poſſible expedition, 
on the „het, (unleſs ſome convenient houle be very near) 
and a great- coat or two of the bye-ſtanders ſhiould be 
wrapped round the body. | | 


II. The unfortunate perſon is to be thus carefully 

_ conveyed in the arms of three or four men; or on a bier, 
to the neareſt public or other houſe, where a goud fire, 
if in the winter ſeaſon, and a warm bed, can be made 
ready for its reception. As the body is conveying to 
this place, great attention is to be paid to the polition of 
the head; it mt be ſupported in a natural and eaſy 
poſture, and not ſuffered to hang down. 


III. In cold or moiſt weather, the body is to be laid 
on a mattraſs or bed before the fire, but not too near, 
or in a moderately heated room: in warm and ſultry 
weather, on a bed only. The body is then to be ſur- 
rounded as expeditiouſly as poifible with a blanget, and 
thoroughly dried with warm coarſe cloths or flannels, 


IV. In warm or ſultry weather too much air cannot 
be admitted. For this reaſon it will be necetlary to 
ſet open the windows and doors, as cl refreſhing air is 
of the greateſt importance in the procels of reluſcita- 
tion.

VI. It will be proper for one of the affiſtants, 
wich a pair of bellows of the common ſize, applying 
the pipe a little way up one noſtril, to blow with ſome 
force, in order to introduce air into the lungs; at the 
ſame time the other noſtril and the mouth are to be 
cloſed by another aſſiſtant, whilſt a third perſon gently 


prelics the cheſt with his hands, after the lungs are ob- 


ſerved to be inflated.

W hes theſe means have been employed a a con- 
ſiderable time without tucce's, and any brewhouſe cr 
warm bath can be readily obrained, the body ſhould 
be carefully conveyed to {uch a place, and remain in the 
bath, or ſurrounded with warm grains, for tarce or four 
hours. 


If a child has been drowned, its body ſhould be wiped 
perfectly dry, and immediately placed in bed between 
two healthy perſons. The ſalutary effects of the natural 
vital warmeh, conveyed in this manner, have been proved 
in a raren of ſuccelsful Caſes. 


X. While the various methods of treatment are em- 
ployed, the body is to be well ſhaken every ten minutes, 
in order to render the proceſs of animation more certainly 
ſucceſsful; and children, in particular, are to be much 
agitated, by taking hold of their legs and arms frequently 
and for a continuance of time. In various inſtances, 
_ agitation has forwarded the recovery of boys who have 
been drowned, and continued for a conſiderable time ap- 
parently dead.

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XII. Frrerricity may be tried by the judicious

Among theſe many were induſtrious heads of numerous 


Families, who would have become a parochial charge, had 
not their valuable lives been thus preſerved! Many 
were heedleſs infants, wandering from their parents, 
who, but for this inſtitution, would never have re- 


turned! Others were Suicides, ruſhing into eternity in 


a ſtate of mind the moſt unfit to appear before the tri- 
bunal of their judge. 


The above means of 1e/oration are applicable to various 


other caſes of apparent death; whether from hanging, apo-

It has been proved, beyond a doubt, that in various 
inſtances of apparent ſudden death, and even in CERTAIN 


* DISEASES, a ſuſpenſion of the vital powers may, take 


place, independent of the abſolute extinction of life; and 
it is now an eſtabliſhed maxim, that the coldneſs 1 the 
body, the frigidity of the limbs, and the abalition of the ex- - 
ternal ſenſes, are very dubious and fallacious ſigns of 
death. It is not, then, to be wondered at, that the ab- 
ſurd and pernicious cuſtom of laying-out the bodies of 
perſons ſuppoſed to be dead, as ſoon as reſpiration ceaſes, 
ſhould have occaſioned the premature diſſolution of great 
numbers of the human race. For, it is 4 melancholy 


fact, corroborated by daily obſervation, that on the ap- 


pearance of death, the ſick chamber is generally deſerted 
by friends and relatives; and the apparently dead, though 
often living body, conſigned to the care of thoſe who are 
leaſt anxious for the preſervation of life ; the conſequence 
is, that e bed-cloaths are immediately removed, the bedy 
expoſed to the ſurrounding air, and the vital ſpark for ever 


exunguiſhed. 


| In order to guard mankind againſt the 

ſollacious appearances of death, thoſe circumſtances 
will be mentioned, in which its reſemblance may 
frequently occur ; and the writer hopes that this ad- 
dtels, dictated by motives of philanthropy, will have its 
due weight with the publick ; lince, ſrom a proper atten- 
tion tothe following obſervations, children may be reſtored

MALIGNANT and NERvous FEVERS, and the 
N CE SMALL-Pox, often terminate in a ſtate, 
which bears ſo cloſe an affinity to that of death, as to 
deceive the attendants, and induce them to fend fan the 
undertaker ; when, on the firſt ſuſpenſon of the vital 
powers, the ſuccours of the medical art would often be 

productive of the return of life. . 


The principal circumſtances, i in "which the 
ſtate of apparent death may take place, have been de- 
ſcribed ; it is therefore hoped humanity, and natural 
affettion, will ſo far prevail, as to induce relatives 
and friends to conſult the FacurTy on the appear- 
ance of death in conſequence of apoplexy, ſyncope, 
trances, the convulſions of infants, &c, as by ſuch a 
conduct the moſt valuable lives may be preſerved.
